waste, the reactor-site loading of these containers would be challenging, and
accident consequences would go up. Rail would 1likely be used more -- and while
rail may be preferred for a number of reasons -- rail bed throughout the USA
has been deteriorating to an alarmingly sad state. Also: regulations. allow a
shipment to sit in a rail yard for extended periods (up to 2 years) so ’
security in urban transport hubs may be more of an issué.:l
